BANQUET AT WAVERLY. 


Frank E. Colvin Ejected Chairman-Con- 


vention Will Be Held on Angnst 12— 


Amendment to Kales. 


BRAVE BOERS 


The Democratic county committee 


held its annual meeting at the Hotel 
Waverly on Saturday. The business 
session was preceded by a banquet 
given the eommitteemen and a number 
of other Democrats by E F Kerr, the 
retiring chairman. After enjoying the 
fine feast prepared by Landlord Evans 
the delegates repaired to the parlor of 
the Waverly, where a short time was 
spent in discussing topics of general 
interest, politics being the principal 
theme of the conversation. 


About half past 1 o'clock Chairman 


Ke»r called the meeting to order. Mr. 
Kerr stated the object of the conven- 
tion and referred to his election as 
chairman six years ago. He was en- 
gaged in arguing a case before Judge 
Longenecker at that time and the 
Democratic county committee sent for 
him and asked him to accept the 
chairmanship. He was elected to the 
position and has performed his duty to 
the best of his knowledge and ability 
ever since. Mr. Kerr announced that 
he would not be a candidate for re- 
election and thanked the committee- 
men for their continual kindness and 
confidence while he wss chairman. 


Secretary Jo. W. Tate called the 


roll, and a quorum being present, the 
committee was ready for business 
Upon motion of B. F. Beegle, John T. 
Miller was elected temporary chair- 
man. When he took up the gavel Mr. 
Miller thanked his colleagues for the 
honor they had conferred upon him 
and said that as he was not much of a 
speaker he would proceed to business 
at once. Jacob Bowser moved that 
Jo. W. Tate, Maj. James F. Uickel i»ud 
John A. Cessna be retained as secre- 
taries, and the motion was carried. 


W. H. Rose nominated Attorney 


Frank E Colvin, of Bedford, for chair- 
man of the Democratic county com- 
mittee. Mr. Colvin was unanimously 
elected.

Frank Fletcher, Esq., Daniel S. 


Horn, Esq., of Bedford, and J. W. Huff, 
of Saxton, were elected delegates to 
the state convention. 


J. P. Shoemaker presented the fol- 


lowing resolution: 


Jtesolved, That the Democratic county 


convention for tbe county of Bedford, for 
the year 1903, be held on Tuesday, the 13th 
day of August. 


The resolution was adopted. 
The 


delegates authorized Chairman-elect 
Colvin to select five members o'! the 
executive committee. 


At this point of the proceedings J. 


C. Nicholson moved that the commit- 
tee tender a vote of thanks to the re- 
tiring chairman, E. F. Kerr. J. P. 
Shoemaker seconded the motion, and 
it was carried by the convention. Mr. 
Kerr thanked the committee and said 
"ha was always ready to give his ser-~ 


vices to the party. 


J. E. Blackburn moved that the fol- 


lowing amendment to the party rules 
be adopted: 


That it shall be the duty of the Democrat- 


ic county convention to select judicial, 
congressional and senatorial conf errees,and 
such confftrrees are required tosupport snch 
candidates as the said convention shall in- 
struct for so long as there is a reasonable 
chance to nominate them, aud beyond such 
instrnctions.the conl&rrees shall vote in such 
manner and for such candidates as will 
best advance the interests of the Demo- 
cratic party and promote its success 


That the chairman of the Democratic 
county committee shall annually name the 
time for holding Democratic primary or 
nomination elections for spring elections 
and shall issue notice of such time and a 
call OD the member of tbe Democratic coun- 
ty committee residing in each election dis- 
trict to give notice aud to hold such pri- 
mary elections under the roles ol the Dem- 
ocratic party 


The motion was seconded by A. A 


Diehl, and was adopted without a dis- 
senting vote. Dr. A. Etfield, H. D 
Tate, Esq., and others discussed th° 
proposed amendment. 
This contem 


plated change in the rules will be 
recommended to the next county con- 
vention and if it is adopted will be- 
come a rule of the party. 


In response to calls from those pres- 


ent, Chairmanelect Colvin made a 1 


brief address. He stated that when 
be called upon the Democrats of the 
county to go to work he expected them 
to do so. The position of chairman 
is no sinecure. 
There is much hard 


work connected with it. 
I hope 


that during my administration you 
shall bave no reason to refuse to sup- 
port the chairman. 
I pledge you to 


do my best and ask your hearty sup 
port. We should present a bold front 
to tue enemy and make up our minds 
that we are going to be successful— 
lor that is half the batile. We should 
pay more attention to the floating 
element. That factor sometimes con 
trols elections. We are beginning v 
believe the rumors that there is some 
unpleasantness in the cemp of tbe 
enemy. This will increase the floating 
element. Weshonldpickupthe 'strays" 
in tbe onward movement and let tbe 
other party take the rest. 1 thank 
you for electing me chairman aad ask 
jour cordial support. Mr. Colvin con- 
gratulated the committeemen for tbe 
luge representation present, in view 
ol 'the long distances many of them 
had to drive through the deeo snow. 
It showed that they were loyal tc 
their party and actively interested in 
its welfare. After Mr Colvin's address 
the meeting was adjourned.

Capture the British General Next la Com- 


mand'to Lord Kitchener. 


A message from London, Eng., Ma-ch 


10, says: ''Lieut.-Gan. Lord Methuen, 
after baing wouided, has been cap 
tnred by General Delarey, together 
with Major Paris, two hundred British 
troops, four guns and all the Briti-h 
baggage. 
Three British officers and 


thirty-eight men were killed, five offi 
eers and seventy-two men were wound- 
ed. Lord Methuen was wounded in the 
thigh. The killed include Lieuts G. 
R Yenning and T P. W. Nesham, of 
the Royal Artillery, who fell while 
serving their guns with case shot. 


"The fight occurred before daylight 


last Friday between Winburg and Lieh- 
tenburg, 
Orange Free State. 
The 


British force numbered 1,200 men. 


"Lord Methuen ranks next to Lord 


Kitchener in command of the British 
forces in South Africa. Lord Kitchener 
cabled as follows from Pretoria: 


" 'I greatly regret to have to send 


you bad news of Methuen. He was 
moving with nine hundred mounted 
men under Major Paris and three hun- 
dred infantry, four guns and a pom- 
pom, from Winburg to Lichtenbnrp, 
and was to meet Grenfell with 1,300 
mounted men at Roviraiuesfortein to- 
day. Yesterday morning early he was 
attacked by Delarey's force between 
Twe Bosch and Palmietknoll. 
The 


Boers charged on three sides. Five 
hundred and fifty men have come in 
at Maribogs and Kraaipan, They were 
pursued by the Boers four miles from 
the scene of the action. They report 
that Methuen and Paris, with the guns, 
baggage, &c., were captured by the 
Beers. Methuen when last seen was a 
prisoner. I have no details of the cas- 
ualties, and suggest delaying publica- 
tion till I can send definite news. I 
think this sudden revival of activity on 
the part of Delarey is to draw off the 
troops pressing De Wet.'" 


In a second despatch, dated Sunday, 


March 9,Lord Kitchener says: "Paris 
has come in at Kraaipan with the re- 
mainder of the men 
He reports that 


the column was moving in two parties 
One, with the ox wagons, left Twe- 
Bosch at 3 a. in., the other, with the 
mu]e wagon?, started an hour later 
Just before dawn the Boers attacked 
Before re-enforcements could reach 
them the rear guard broke. In the 
meantime a large number of Boers 
galloped up on both flanks. These a 
first were checked by the flank par- 
ties, but the panic and stampede of the 
mules had begun and all the mu'e 
wagons, with a terrible mixture of 
mounted men, rushed past the ox wag- 
ons. All efforts to check them were 
unavailable. 
Major Paris collected 


forty men and occupied a position a 
mile in front of the ex wagons, which 
were then halted. After a gallant but 
useless defense the enemy rushed in to 
the ox wagons and Methuen was 
wounded in the thigh. Paris, being 
surrounded, surrendered at 10 a. m 
Metbuen is still in the Boer camp '" 


'•As Lord Kitchener reports that 


Major Paris surrendered and also that 
he had reached Kraaipan with the re- 
mainder of the men, it appears that the 
Boers released the major and his com- 
panions." 


This disaster to the British under 


Lord Methuen is regarded in England 
as one of the gravest in the whole 
Boer war, morally if not materially 
Toe news, which came like a thunder- 
bolt from a clear sky, has caused 
wide-spread consternation and alarm, 
as the public had been deluded by re- 
cent optimistic reports. It is believed 
that the government must call for 
from 30,000 to 50,000 more men to dem- 
onstrate its determination to continue 
the war 
The Boers will not fail to 


take advantage of General Methuen's 
prominence to hold him as a hostage 
for the safety of Commandant Kritzing- 
er and other Boer leaders now in the 
bands of the British.

SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 


Others Who Hive Fugled Away—Hon. John

Josiah Amos, one of the best known 


citizens of Bedford, died suddenly W. d- 
nesday evening while he was eating his 
supper at the Union hotel. 
He hid 


just given an order to a waiter when 
he fell forward upon the table and in a 
moment or two expired. The cause of 
death was heart failure. The body was 
taken to his home on South Juliana 
street. The sudden death of Mr. Amos 
greatly shocked the people of this place 
and at onee enlisted their sympathy 
for the bereaved children of the de- 
ceased 


Jcsiah Amos was born in Bedford 


township on December 2,1847, and was 
a son of John and Rebecca Amos. He 
began teaching school when fifteen 
years of age aud followed that calling 
for several years. He then became as- 
sociated with his brother, S B. Amos, 
in the nursery business. From 1881 to 
1885 he was clerk to the county com- 
missioners. 
In 1834 he was elected 


prothonotary of Bedford couuty on the 
Democratic ticket and inducted into of- 
fice on January 5,1885. At the end of his 
term, in 1887, he was re-elected by an in- 
creased majority. At the expiration 
of the second term he went into the 
insurance business with Edgar B 
Home, who is now register and record- 
er of Bedford county. Mr. Amos con- 
tinued in this vocation up to the time 
of his death. He was a member of the 
Bedford lodges of Masons, Knights at 
Pythias and Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows. Since its organization, in 1884, 
he has been a stockholder of the First 
National bank of Bedford and since 
January 13,1891, a director of that in- 
stitution. On February IS, 1903, he wss 
elected school director of Bedford bor- 
ough and at the time of his death was 
secretary of the Bedford Electric Light, 
Heat and Power company. At various 
times he was actively interested in a 
number of local industrial enterprises 


On December 35, 1871, he was united 


in marriage to Miss Ettie F. Filler, 
who died on October 35, 1898 He is 
survived by four sons and four daugh- 
ters—Chester S., Joe F., J. Frank, 
Kobert P.,- Nellie L , Mary E., Fannie 
and June B, Amos, all of whom are at 
home. Mr. Amos is also survived by 
the following brothers and sisters: 
Frank M. Amos, of Hendricks, W. Va ; 
Daniel W. Amos, of Saxton; Samuel B. 
Amos, of Bedford; Mrs. McMullm, of 
Missouri; Mrs. Henry Bagley and Mrs. 
Wesley Akers, of Altoona. 


The funeral services will be held at 


the home of decedent this afternoon 
at three o'clock and will be conducted 
by Sev. Dr. Alexander R Miller, of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, as- 
sisted by Rev. Martin L, Culler, of the 
Lutheran _chureh, and "Rev. Irvin W. 
Hendricks, of the Reformed church.

stationed in Laguan. 
I guess there 


will be some troops here to relieve us 
as soon as the first boat comes in.

hear the Twenty-seventh Infantry is 
coming here to relieve the First 
and Twenty-sixth Infantries. We will 
be stationed at Ca tar man, which is on 
the northern coast of this island. 
There will be one battalion of the First 
Infantry there. 


I will give you a description of this 


island. It is tbe most easternly of the 
Visayan group. 
It has an area of 


about fifty-two hundred miles 
I's 


greatest length from northwest to 
southeast is about one hundred and 
fifty miles and its greatest breadth from 
east to west is about seventy-five 
miles. 
Next to Luzon and Mindanao 


it is the largest island in the Philip- 
pines. 
The interior is very mountain- 


ous and heavily wooded. 
The coast 


line is very irregular. 
The island 


well watered by rivers rising in the 
mountains and running to the coast. 
The island is almost destitute of roads. 
Under these conditions it will be easily 
seen that commerce is carried on 
almost entirely by water. 
The pro- 


ducts 
raised 
in the interior are 


brought down to the towns on the 
coast in small boats and thence ship- 
ped to Manila. 
There are very few 


wild animals on the island. 
Deer is 


the only wild animal of any import- 
ance. 
Monkeys are very plentiful, 


some of the largest I ever saw. 
Up to 


within a short time ago there were 
but few garrisons on the island, and 
they were, as a rule, on or near the 
coast, While hostilities were in active 
progress in Lizon and some of the 
other islands Sitnar was comparatively 
neglected. 


The troops now known to be in the 


island consist of the Ninth Infantry, 
excepting one company, which is in 
China; tbe First Infantry; part of the 
Sixth, Seventh, Twelfth and Twenty- 
sixth. The cruiser New York landed 
three hundred marines on the south- 
ern part of the island some time ago. 
There are also fifteen or twenty gun- 
boats patroling around the island all 
the time. 
The country is about as

WASHINGTON, March 10 —On Wednes- 


day and Thursday of last week Senator 
Alexander S. Clay, of Georgia, present- 
ed, in an able and comprehensive man- 
ner, the Democratic attitude toward 
the ship subsidy bill, but the length of 
his speech precludes the possibility of 
giving even an epitome in this letter. At 
my request, however, Senator Olay con- 
sented to make the following brief 
statement for your readers: 


"My opposition to the measure, in 


which I am supported by the entire 
Democratic minority of the committee 
on commerce, is based on the fact that 
it will increase the expense of trans- 
porting the foreign mails from $1,800,- 
000 to upwards of $3,000,000 without 
securing to the gorvernment any ade- 
quate return. I desire to see the mail 
service of the United States as perfect 
as that of any country in the world, 
but this bill does not provide for the 
establishment of a single new route, 
nor for the construction of a single 
new ship. 
By the provisions of the 


bill this greatly increased sum will be 
paid to the owners of ships already in 
commission and sailing over routes now 
established. 


'If there is need of increased facili- 


ties for transporting the mails why 
has not the postmaster general been 
called before the committee as an ex- 
pert witness, to indicate in what direc- 
tion the increased funds may be best 
expended? 


"As to the simple subsidy provision 


of the bill, there is no necessity for 
such legislation. Our shipping trade 
is constantly increasing. We retain, 
by statute, all of the coastwise trade 
for our vessels and as, in the past, that 
has been the most profitable, it has 
absorbed every increase in American 
shipping, but there are now ample ves- 
sels engaged in it and the attention of 
American ship owners is naturally 
turning to the foreign trade, Our 
ship yards have orders exceeding their 
utmost capacity. Our vast mineral re- 
sources, our improved methods of pro- 
duction and the superior productivity 
of the American laborer and artisan 
combined more than counterbalance 
any difference there may exist between 
American and foreign wages and with- 
out this unnecessary and extravagant 
legislation the American shipping in- 
dustry will, in the near future, lead 
the world in its field, as do American 
industries in other lines. 


"There is one important point, how- 


ever, which should not be lost sight 
of. The most serious detriment with 
which the American ship owner has to 
contend is the fact that our tariff 
duties rob him of so large a share of 
the profits on the cargoes which he 
must necessarily carry on his return 
trips from foreign waters. If our Re- 
publican friends honestly desi'e to 
oenefit American ship owners let them 
revise the tariff and so modify or re- 
move this serious obstaele_. The coast- 
wise skipper carries his cargoes in 
both directions without let or hin- 
drance by tariff duties and his profits 
are eminently satisfactory. Taking a 
lesson from this, the majority can 
materially aid our foreign commerce 
and simultaneously benefit American 
consumers without the expenditure of 
o'ue penny of the funds in the United 
States treasury." 


Senator Clay was followed on Friday 


by Senator Hanna, who, with a sledge 
hammer style of oratory, reiterated all 
the Republican sophistries in regard 
to protection and claimed that because 
in the past it had been the policy of 
tne government to build up hot-house 
industries there must be no deviation 
from that policy. The debate on this 
bill will continue until the 17th inst., 
when a vote will be taken. 
Senator 


Vest will address the senate on the 
subject soon, if his health will permit. 
The Dill reported by the senate com- 
mittee on judiciary for the protection 
of tbe president has also received some 
consideration, It is opposed by many 
of the Democratic members on the 
ground that it is contrary to the Con- 
stitution in that it is an extension of 
the law against treason and is a viola- 
tion of the rights of the sovereign 
states. 


The week in the house has been de- 


voted to the consideration of the rural 
free delivery bill. The bill as report- 
ed not only provides for the establish- 
ment on a permanent basis of this 
form of postal service, but goes fur- 
ther and instructs that the routes shall 
be carried by the lowest bidder, bids 
to be advertised for, etc. This clause 
is opposed by many members of both 
parties and has been the occasion of 
prolonged debate. Mr. Williams, of 
Mississippi, tells me that he is confi- 
dent that the service can be carried on 
more equitably and economically on a 
contract basis. He further claims that 
the funds appropriated for this pur- 
pose will reach farther if the con- 
tract 
system 
is employed. 
Mr. 


Swanson, of Virginia, is, on the other 
hand, strongly opposed to the innova- 
tion, as he fears the service will not 
prove as competent or as generally 
satisfactory as would be the case were 
salaried employees to carry the mails. 


The irrigation bill, which passed the 


senate, has been favorably reported by 
the committee on irrigation, but Rep- 
resentative New lands tells me that ho 
will not push its consideration at this 
time, as some work remains to be done

them, dragged the women from their 
horses and drove tbeir prisoners across 
a stream into the hills. Miss Stone 
was the prize they sought, for they 
expected that the A-neriein people 
wnulH p-ur out money for her ransom, 


an-< Hfi r.'e tboughtfalnPSS they pro- 
vided her " ith a companion in her 
captivity, Mme. Tsilka. The others 
of the party were robbed and sent 
away 


The case of Miss Stone has run the 


gamut of the rumor maker. 
Three 


times she has been killed, four times 
has she died of distress and hardships 
and four times she has been ready to 
be transferred to her friendf; Turkey, 
Bulgaria and Macedonia have been 
blamed for her abduction and war was 
sure to result from the affair. 


The truth seems to be that Miss 


Stone and her companion were caught 
by regular brigands and the prisoners 
were held for ransom—SHO,000. The 
thieves expected to b? beaten down 
810,000, but they had to suffer a further 
reduction, for 861,000 is all that could 
be raised 
The robbers refused to 


treat except upon terms which insured 
immunity for the captors. The first 
commission of release went to the 
mountains with a large armed escort, 
but they were halted at the foothills 
and negotiations finally failed, but 
were resumed only to fail again. The 
third movement was successful. 


Since the abduction Mme. Tsilka has 


become a mother. Both the women 
maintained their health though neces- 
sarily subjected to much exposure and 
to frequent hurried horseback rides, 
taken so that the brigands might es- 
cape the Turkish and Bulgarian sol- 
diers who were on their track. 


Now that Miss Stcne has been res- 


cued and the brigands have fled to 
their lair in the mountain fastnesses, 
taking their booty with them, the 
United States minister to Turkey, Mr. 
Leishman, should secure damages from 
either Turkey or Bulgaria for the out- 
rage. It is possible that both nations 
maybe culpable, for Turkey, as the 
nominal suzerain of Bulgaria, is diplo- 
matically responsible in some degree, 
at least, for the misdeeds of the latter 
country. The affair is difficult of sat- 
isfactory solution by reason of the fact 
that Miss Stone was captured upon 
Turkish territory by Bulgarian bri- 
gands operating in another state. It 
seems that Miss Stone was traveling 
without a guard, which is invariably 
offered by the Porte to travelers in Tur- 
key. This will likely add to the diffi- 
culty of the secretary of state in his 
effort to secure reasonable damages. 


Minister Leishman made the pre- 


liminary movo in the matter by noti- 
fying both Turkey and Bulgaria that 
his country reserved the right to file 
claims after it had thoroughly! investi- 
gated theresponsibility for the capture 
and retention of the American mission- 
ary. 
Bulgaria has said nothing in 


reply to the notification, but Turkey, 
with characteristic cunning, is attempt 
ing to shield herself 
by making 


the circumstances attending the cap- 
ture as mysterious as possible. It is 
well known that in the land of the 
Turk it is easy to hire false witnesses, 
at so much per head, who will swear 
esthetically and effectually to anything 
their employer may desire. The United

There are many different rotations of 
crops. We should not follow e 3rn with 
oats and that with wheat for a good 
stand of clover. We should let land 
rest after corn until fall and sow to 
wheat or grow on it some crop to plow 
under for wheat. Dr. William Frear 
-aid: Nature has its rotation, the dif- 
ferent kinds of flowers and grass grow- 
ing at different seasons or growing to- 
gether and ripening at different sea 
sons, die and gives place toothers. In 
the forests we have different trees and 
shrubbery dying at different ages and 
Leaving room for some other kind to 
follow. It is very necessary for this 
rotation to take place. The different 
plants contain, with a few exceptions, 
the same elements, but in very diffir- 
ent quantities. Mich plant will take 
that which it needs, but from diff -re it 
substances. The rooting of different 
plants is of very great difference. When 
the soil is open or very porous the 
roots increase very materially in length 
over those grown on a less porous soil 
Where the same plant is grown for a 
number of years on the same ground 
the plant is much more liable to dis- 
ease. Rotation also has business ad- 
vantages. You are more likely to get 
the cultivation more equally distribut- 
ed over the whole farm, keeping it all 
cleaner and in better condition. 


Small Fruits, by John G. Foight. 


The principal essential to the enjoy- 
ment of life is a sound mind in a health- 
ful body. A constant supply of good, 
fresh fruit on the table will be very 
beneficial to health.

The advancement in the meth- 
ods of farming in three thousand 
years is shown by the difference be- 
tween the crooked stick plow and the 
present method, the threshing of grain 
with a club and the present separators.

The time is coming 
when we must have agriculture taught, 
to be successful farmers. There is un- 
limited benefit to be derived from a 
course at an agricultural college.

the farm. The farmer has a cimfort- 
able home and good living, while the 
city folks are oppressed and trampled 
upon by the corporations and moneyed 


men. 


Soil Cultivation, by Dr. Frear. To 


cultivate properly we must understand 
tbe principles of cultivation. Water 
is the paramount fertilizer and princi 
pal consideration in tbe growth of 
plants. Wilting of plants, which is 
the first sign of distress, is caused by 
Us casting off more water through its 
leaves than is supplied through its 
roots. 
The rain supply during the 


growing season is often insufficient; 
then we must draw on another source 
Soils hold different amounts of water 
according to their kind, texture, 
amount of humus, etc. 
The plant 


draws the water through the soil much 
in the sime manner that tbe fUme of a 
lamp draws oil from the bowl through 
the wick. The soil also contains air 
pores, for this reason sandy soil is bet- 
ter adapted for the raising of early 
truck, as the air circulates through 
and warms the surface. 
Different 


soils also differ in their ability to take 
in water, the light soil taking in more 
freely than the clay. The air draws 
the water from the soil much in the 
same manner as the plant and if the 
soil is not protected by some covering 
to prevent this evaporation of water 
the plant must suffer in a dry season. 
Early spring plowing on land that 
will permit it is very necessary to pre- 
vent the evaporation of water if prop- 
erly supplied with a mulch by harrow- 
ing the fresh ground at least once. 
The forenoon plowing should be fol- 
lowed by the harrow at noon, and so 
on. The soil disturbed by the plow 
should be turned to an angle of about 
45 degrees, thoroughly worked and 
pressed, so as to restore an easy trans- 
mission of the water from the sub-soil 
to the surface-soil. How deep to plant 
will depend on the season, location 
and texture of the soil. Seed should 
be placed where it will have best ac- 
cess to moisture from beneath and 
light and heat from above. 
How 


often to cultivate will depend on the 
amount of rainfall.

Any feed that will taint the milk 
should be fed after milking. Bulky

such as cured fodder, hay, etc. 


An abundant supply of water at reg- 
ular intervals 
Rpgnlarity in feeding, 


watering and milking should be prac- 
tised in the dairy. There are many 
conditions that effect the dairy cow, 
such as change of milkers, storms, etc. 
A warm, light, clean stable should be 
the home of the dairy cow. White- 
wash will disinfect and improve the 
light of the stable. The dairyman 
should have scales in his stable for 
weighing his milk to know just what

The Principles of Stock Feeding, by 


Dr Frear. The cow is made of defi- 
nite material. The dry matter is com- 
posed of fat protein and ash. Her 
weight is made up largely of water. 
Milk is composed of fat, curd, protein, 
sugar and water. The animal will find 
all the materials needed by it in our 
common feeds, except salt, and when 
corn is fed alone the ash supply is in- 
sufficient. 
The fat in food supplies 


fat, heat and energy to the animal, 
The protein and ash supply tissue, 
bone and muscle. 
The cow needs a 


balanced ration. Pasture grass, oats 
chop or clover hay are such rations. 
The clover hay is too bulky to feed 
alone. Study the animal and feed ac- 
cording to her requirements. 
You 


cannot increase the butter fat with- 
out increasing the milk proportionate- 
ly. The cow needs some succulent, 
acidy food to keep her organs in prop- 
er condition.

Maintaining Soil Fertility, by W. F. 


McSparren. In all so-called wornout 
soils there is more plant food than we 
are aware of. The cheapest way to 
retain soil fertility is by keeping the 
right number of the right kind of live 
stock and then taking proper care of 
manure, both dry and liquid. A sprink- 
ling of South Carolina rock will absorb 
the liquid manure and prevent the es- 
cape of gas. The manure should be 
hauled to the field as made. Plowing 
down green crops will be of advantage, 
or if commercial fertilizer is cheaper, 
use that. A light coat of manure ap- 
plied once yearly is much better than 
a heavy coat in a few years. In plow- 
ing down green crops we should plow 
down some of the liguminous crops, as 
clovers, cow peas, etc., as they return 
to tbe soil more nitrogen than they 
take from it. Nitrogen costs us about 
15cts per pound in commercial fertil- 
izer.

Soil Culture and S ril Moisture, by Dr. 


Frear. Soil cultivation is the best means 
to control soil moisture. A steady sup- 
ply of moisture is essential to the rapid 
growth of p'ants. For every pound 
of dry matter made by a plant it casts 
off 400 Ibs. of water. Plants, when al- 
lowed to wilt not only lose in the 
amount of water but also in dry mat- 
ter. Wilting is the first sign of distress. 


The rainfall during the growing sea- 


son is of ten insufficient. Then we must 
hold some of the water in the soil that 
has fallen during the winter season. 
To do this we must supply the soil 
with a lid to prevent the moisture from 
being carried off. This lid may be 
supplied by pulverizing a thin layer of 
surf ace soil by cultivation. 
A mulch 


of straw, manure or leaf mold will 
answer the same purpose. 
Do not 


plow heavy soils until dry enough to 
prevent clodding. 
Plow the light soil 


as soon as possible in spring time. 
Turn the furrow slice to an angle of 45 
degrees. 
This will be more easily

LIVING IN LONDON. 


t I* Not a Good PInee For a Man of 


Small Income. 


An American who In the classical 
ansuage of his country is at present 
located" In London wants to know 


whether any city in the world is quite 
o niggardly as our town. 
He has 


een going the round of the London 
cstaurants and has encountered in the 
management of them a spirit which 
distresses him. 
"There is, to begin 


vith," he says, "a charge of from two- 
jence to sixpence for guarding your 
jat and coat in the'cloakroom, and a 
ip in addition is expected. You want 
o wash your hands—another twopence 
or another sixpence and another tip. 
You take up the menu, and, behold, 
here is an intimation that a charge of 
hreepence each person will be made 
under the guise of 'table money.' The 
charge varies according to the nature 
jf the place. Threepence is the lowest 
and sixpence perhaps the average. At 
a great many restaurants it is 1 shil- 
ing and in at least two that I have vis- 
ted Is. Od. 
The only difference is 


hat in the lower priced restaurants it 
s called 'table inonpj' and in the high- 
er priced ones placed under the capti- 
•ating heading of 'convert.' 
To my 


mind, an entrance fee frankly demand- 
ed at the door would be much less of- 
fensive than to flnd yourself asked at 
the end of a dinner to pay for the tron- 
>le and expense of cleaning up the cut- 
ery you have used." 
Ills conclusion of the whole matter is 


that "London lives by imposing a fixed 
:arilT on the accessories that in every 
other city I have ever been to are 
.brown in gratis." and he thinks that 
>eing a gentleman is one of the most 
expensive professions an Englishman 
can have. He declares it to be an ut- 
ter delusion that London is a cheap 
place to live In. "For the poor man," 
ne says, "the man whose income is less 
than fSOO a year, there is no city where 
less can be had In the way of comforts 
und even tlje nec-essities of life. 
In 


New York it is only the luxuries that 
cost. The expenses of everyday living 
may be as great or as small as one 
jaros to make them. New York, in 
fact, is laid out for the poor man. 
From the transportation system to the 
price of sncli fundamental charges on 
the household treasury as coal, ice, 
fuel, meat, bread, milk and fruit, al- 
most everything conspires to bring him 
In a good return for a very small out- 
lay. 
All those things arc cheaper in 


New York than in London."—London 
Chronicle.

Grim*Reminder of the Combats of the 


Heroic Period.

The chariot' was used in antiquity 
r the battle, the chase, in public pro- 
essions and in games. ; It had two 
heels and was drawn by two horses, 


and when one or two horses were add- 


I they were attached to each side of 


the main pair by a side trace, fastened 


the front of the chariot. 
These chariots have only come down 
us in fragments, with the exception 


f the one In the archaeological muse- 
in of Florence, which is ;i uuique ex- 
mple of a war chariot, the so called 
Jiga di Frassino," found by Rosseli-. 
eo In a Thebes tomb. It is certainly 
s old as the fourteenth ceutury B. C. 


is probably a trophy obtained in the 


ortb by some Egyptian warrior. 
There is an entire absence of metal 


the construction. 
Immediately on 


the axle, without springs of any kind, 
ests the basket, or body, of the chari- 


which consisted of a floor to stand 


n and a semicircular guard around 


front and about half the height of 


the driver. It is entirely open at the

At the 
nd of the pole was Lht 
1 yoke, which 


oked like a ram's horns. Depending 
om this by leather thongs was a Y 
haped piece, which probably took 


place of the modern horse collar, 


robably broad hands were also lilted 
round the chest of the animals. 
Besides the barness of each horse 
lere were a bridle and a pair of reins 
omewhat in the same style as are in 
seatthe presentday. Til use we re made 


leather and were ornamented with 


tuds of Ivory and metal. The reins 
ere passed through rings attached 
the collar and were long enough to 


e tied around the waist of the chariot- 
er In case of his having to defend him- 
elf. 
The wheels and body were usually of 
ood,

ronze or iron. The wheels bad Crom 
our to eight spokes, and thy tires 
•ere of bronze or iron (in the present 
nstance ash was used), ami the pins 
•nich secured the fellies were of fossil 
one. 
This description applied to the chart- 
is of almost any of the nations of an- 
qulty, the difference consisting chief- 


In the mountings. Thus the chariots 
! the Egyptians and Assyrians, with 
•bom the bow was the principal arm 
f attack, were richly mounted with 
uivers full of arrows, while those of 
le Greeks, who used the spear, were 
,ain except as regards mere decora- 
ons. The Persians and the ancient 
ritons used a class of chariots having 
ie wheels mounted with sharp, sickle 
haped blades, which cut to pieces 
whatever came in their way. This was 


robably the invention of the Persians. 
The use of the battle chariot really 
elongs to the heroic period. The war- 
or,standing by the side of his ehariot- 
er, was driven in front of the line to 
vite hostile warriors to single com- 
at 
After the strategic skill of a com- 


iander superseded the demands on 
[s personal valor the1 chariot was 


transferred from tbe battlefield to the 


ippodrome, where alone its original 
orm was preserved. The description 
f the Homeric battle chariot, there- 
ore, to a great extent also applies to 
the historic chariot of the race course. 


The small diameter of the chariot 


wheel may be explained from the de- 


re of preventing tbe chariot from be- 
ng opposed by the impediments in the 
attlefield, such as debris or dead bod- 
es. The rim was usually formed of 
our fellies, into which the four spokes 
were let. The upper rail, which was of 


ither wood or metal, varied greatly in 
orm and was intended to be grasped 
y the warrior on jumping on to the 
harlot, while the front part served for 
astening the reins and the traces of 
he "wheel horses." Ip the Roman tri- 
mphal chariot a covering of leather 
erred to ward off missiles, and later 
n the sides were composed of strong 
oards. 
Unfortunately we know very little of 


the vehicles of everyday use in those 


ays. They nearly all seem to be a va- 
iety of what we now term tbe "gig."— 
cientjfie American.
